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Fast Needs Alberta Coal 


Alberta has a coal reserve of at least 
46,000,000,000 tons, Eastern Canada has 
a desperate need for that coal. 

And yet Alberta’s coal moves eastward 
only in a small trickle because railway 
freight rates do not permit it to be car- 
ried economically to the largest markets. 

In the face of this situation, the rail- 
ways in general and the CPR specifically 
ask that freight rates on coal “should be 
allowed to find their own level.” 

When a freight rate is allowed to find 
its own level it means that the carriers 
are allowed to charge every last cent the 
traffic can bear. 

To follow this policy in the case ot 
Alberta coal would be an economic calam- 
ity because the West suffers through in- 
ability to sell it just as the East suffers 
through inability to buy it. 

This railway policy has been applied 
to other commodities. As it works out, the 
railways have cut their rates In Eastern 
Canada where there is competition from 
lake shipping and increased the rates in 
the Canadian Middle West, where there is 
no such competition, to balance the losses 
they take on eastern trafti 

Similarly, under that policy 
reduced the rates from the East to Van- 
couver because of the competition offered 
by the cheap wate haul through the 
Panama Canal and have boosted the rates 
from the East to the prairies until it is 
more expensive, ‘in some instances, to ship 
from Toronto to Edmonton than it 1s to 
ship from Toronto to Vancouver via Ed- 
monton, 

Suppose, for example, the rate on a 
certain commodity from Toronto to E 
monton is $4 per 100 pounds and $8 from 
Toronto to Vancouver, which is just alvout 
the ratio on many items.

If the $4 rate to Edmonton is just and 
reasonable, then the railway loses money 
on the rate to Vancouver and should de- 
cline that business. But if the rate to 
Vancouver is fair, the rate to Edmonton is 
exorbitant. 

The fact is that Edmonton and Al- 
berta consumers are paying through the 
nose to maintain a low living cost in Van- 
couver, 

If Alberta is paying to subsidize low liv- 
ing costs in Vancouver, somebody else 
should pay to subsidize the cost of mov- 
ing Alberta coal to Ontario. 

Alberta should not be expected to meet 
all the freight rate deficits. 

But if the cost of hauling coal to 
Ontario were allowed to “find its own 
level,” that is exactly what Alberta would 
be doing. 

The railways maintain that the cost of 
hauling this coal in 1933 was $12.70 per 
ton. At that time an emergency rate of 
$8 was set up and that rate has since been 
increased by 33 cents. The government 
pays $2.50 per ton subvention out of the 
$8.35 rate. 

If this hauling operation cost $12.70 
a ton in 1933, it probably costs around 
$15.00 a ton today. 

And if rates were allowed to find their 
own level, the railways would get $15 a 
ton and not a pound of coal would move 
eastward. 

As it is, the rate on coal is almost pro- 
hibitive. If the rate were increased, it 
would be more than prohibitive. 

Surely enough excessive freight 
charges are already levied against this 
province to make up for losses elsewhere. 

If the railways lose money on moving 
Alberta coal eastward, let them recover 
that loss elsewhere for a change.
